Editorial Column. 


TH F LEDOUX 
DECISION. 


The decision of the supreme court in refusing a rehearing 
of the judgment of the appellate court in granting a new 
trial to Mrs Emma Ledoux is being generally commented 
upon throughout the state. Some critics are inclined to 
hold this decision up as affording another illustration of the 
tendency of the appellate courts to reverse the trial courts on 
technical grounds. It is contended that the verdict of the 
jury was set aside in this case on a bald technicality, namely 
because the jurors were summoned by a sheriff who was pre­ 
judiced against the defendant. The officer had taken a 
prominent part in hunting up evidence against the accused, 
and in doing so had become firmly convinced of her guilt. 
This is no doubt the case in nine out of every ten criminal 
trials. It is the business of a sheriff to ferret out crime, and 
use every legitimate means to make the evidence com­ 
plete. The man must be something more than huruau^ who 
could pass through an ordeal of this kind and emerge with­ 
out a strong impression being left upon his mind concern­ 
ing the guilt or otherwise of the accused. Why, then, it 
may be asked should a bias against the defendant be made a 
grouud of reversal, wlieu the law imposes upon the sheriff 
the duty of gathering evidence. 
The decision upsets the practice heretofore followed in 
nearly all the courts of the state. Still that in itself affords 
no reason why it should be continued if not founded on 
sound legal principles. The proposition that seems to be 
settled by this decision is that an officer who is prejudiced 
against a defendant should not be permitted to summon a 
special venire, where the selection of the individual jurors is 
largely under his control. In summoning the regular 
jurors, whose names are drawn from the list of jurors select­ 
ed by the authorities, the sheriff has no discretionary power. 
But when the regular panel is exhausted, and he is directed 
to go into the body of the county and summon a certain 
number of talesmen, the personnel of the prospective jurors is 
entirely within his discretion. The supreme court says 
that this discretion must be exercised by one who is. unpre­ 
judiced. The jurors are required to be without bias or pre­ 
judice, and by the same process of reasoning it would seem 
that the officer who is authorized to select talesmen should 
be in the same frame of mind. The decision will entail ad­ 
ditional expenses in criminal trials, but nevertheless it is in 
accord with the law which guarantees a defendant a fair and 
impartial trial. 
That Mrs Ledoux is guilty of this cold-blooded murder is 
almost universally conceded. It was established by the tes­ 
timony beyond all reasonable doubt. She deserves punish­ 
ment for her atrocious deed. While the outcome may be a 
failure of justice to reach the offender in this case, the sur­ 
render of a settled principle'of law that requires twelve im­ 
partial men to pass upon the guilt or otherwise of a defendant, 
selected according to the requirements of law, was the vital 
proposition that the court had to pass upon. 


SAN FRANCISCO VOTES AGAINST BONDS. 


San Francisco defeated all the bonding propositions sub- 
mittec last week, except the polytechnic school bonds, of 
$600,000. The Geary street railroadfbonds failed of a two- 
thirds vote by a narrow margin of less than 500 votes. This 
is the third time this proposition has been defeated at the 
polls. Some of the radical element are urging a resub­ 
mission of the question at an early date, indulging in the 
hope that it would carry if voted upon again. The cry of 
municipal ownership is very alluring to some people. It 
assumes this aspect when it is far off. In practice it is 
generally divested of its golden hue. It is safe to say that 
the supporters of the Geary street railroad bonds and the 
other schemes for plunging into debt, caine mainly from the 
non-property owning class. Property-owners from motives 
of self-protection would naturally be inclined to fight shy of 
such ventures, in the existing condition of affairs in San 
Francisco, To the wise provision of law' that requires a two- 
thirds vote to carry a bonding proposition San Francisco 
owes her salvation from an oppressive debt. There is noth­ 
ing that steadies a man’s judgment in matters of this kind 
like the actual ownership of property.

Italy linn always lioon tlie classic soil 
for fabrications, but In sonic <*1epnrt- 
rnonts Holland and Paris run lierclose. 
Vienna has a specialty for rock crys­ 
tal and thirteenth century gold work, 
Florence and I.nccn for fourteenth 
century armor, London Imitates I lie 
pate tendre of Sevres, Constantinople 
makes orlentnl weapons. Madrid Da­ 
mascus swords. Dresden sculptured 
Ivories, AJx-la-Chnpelle pewter plate. 
Merlin Homan potteries, Amsterdam 
wrought Iron, Rotterdam Indian porce­ 
lains. Odessa tiaras and antique jew­ 
elry. while I’nrls is the chief mart and 
clearing house for nil these products. 
Italian bronze statuettes, now so 
much sought, are turned out with dex­ 
terity and taste in Tuscany. It is said 
that it was from one of these foun­ 
dries there issued the group of virtue 
oppressing vice, assigned to Ginn Bo­ 
logna. which Is now the choice treas­ 
ure of a celebrated French collection. 
Switzerland makes 11 specialty of Louis 
XV. repousse work. 
As for renaissance and mediaeval 
jewelry, hardly a bit is real except 
What is in museums. It is not to be 
bought. In the disturbed epochs that 
followed the renaissance precious 
stones were broken from their set­ 
tings and sold to meet urgent needs. 
Tho same need for extreme diffidence 
applies to the pretty bibelots of the 
eighteenth century, watches, chate­ 
laines. bonbonnieres. Of modern fabri­ 
cation, too. Is the enameled jewelry of 
tbe sixteenth century. Vienna turns It 
out to perfection. And so cunning are 
the makers that, for example, they 
talco care that the ring on which a 
locket Is suspended should show signs 
of friction, well aw are that the buyer 
who thinks himself cute will look for 
this Indication. 
As for the peasant jewelry, now so 
much bought and sought in Florence 
on the old bridge and elsewhere, the 
genuine is long ago exhausted, for, 
after all, peasants own but a limited 
stock. It all consists of clever copies 
or more often tasteful combinations of 
old designs. The stones, too, despite 
tlieir line designations, arc rarely any­ 
thing else but those marvelously clev­ 
er tinted rock crystals so ingeniously 
made In Switzerland and sold by the 
ton If desired. 
Venice is tho great depot for ebony 
inlaid with Ivory, and cabinets incrust­ 
ed with tortoise shell, once its glory 
and now In their decadence, are still 
the Joy of traveling Americans on the 
lookout for bargains. Buy if the ob­ 
ject pleases you, but do not when you 
pay your dollars imagine you are ex­ 
changing new lamps for old. As for 
old clocks, grandfather or other, there 
Is not otic genuine In a hundred. Ware 
ivories! They are generally bone or, 
worse still, celluloid aged by the help 
of tobacco or of that invaluable hand­ 
maiden, licorice juice. 
Nor does even glass defy the artif­ 
icer. In the Museum of St. Germain 
can be seen Roman goblets, their out­ 
sides iuerusted with dirt, whose iri­ 
descence has been obtained by fish 
scales fixed upon their surface. Some­ 
times real lilts of iridescent glass film 
are transferred upon a modern frame­ 
work. Cologne turns out lachrymatory 
vases by the gross, not even troubling 
to copy the old shapes, but using the 
long narrow bottles in which cheup 
sweets are sold. These are burled in 
dung after being smeared with some 
concoction of which the secret Is 
guarded, and in a little time they Issue 
from retirement patinnted and irides­ 
cent. Old German and Bohemiau glass 
Is also excellently copied In Hamburg 
and Paris. Venice, too, has not for­ 
gotten its traditions and turns out its 
own old wares. 
Sevres and Dresden innocently help­ 
ed the counterfeiter by selling their 
not yet decorated pieces, if imperfect, 
for a trifle. On this genuine ground 
the forger worked with ease. This 
traffic has been stopped. Still the 
forger knows no obstacles or over­ 
comes them, and false Sevres and 
Dresden are supplied by all dealers, 
and the purebnser rarely has the mi­ 
nute knowledge that will save him. In 
the eighteenth century oriental porce­ 
lains were openly made in England 
and Hollaud and sent to China for 
decoration, when they returned 11s real 
China porcelain, or the reverse proc­ 
ess obtained. The porcelain was made 
In China and decorated In what was 
presumed to be the Chinese style in 
Europe. Paris at Hie present moment 
makes and exports old China porce­ 
lain, and many a tourist who buys a 
find at Hongkong or Shanghai merely 
brings back coals to Newcastle. Rho­ 
dian plates are made near Paris In ab­ 
solute perfection. Except as a mutter 
of sentiment there is no need to seek 
the old. Be cautious, too, in buying 
Qreco-Roman pottery. It Is mostly 
made at Naples. 
Most of the genuine things were 
snapped up loug ago or else are owned 
by museums or by tbe heirs of those 
for whom they were made and who do 
not need to part with them.—London 
National Review.

A mador c o u n ty comprises an a r e a of 
548 square miles. 
I t lies on th o wes­ 
tern slope of S ie rra Novado mountains, 
and em nracos w ithin its te r r ito r y all 
tho diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high m ountainous lands. 
Climate.—T h o clim ate of tho p o p u ­ 
lous portions of the county Is as genial 
and healthful a se a n he found a n y w h e re 
in California. 
As clim ate is one of th o 
most v aluable assets of this favored 
stalo In a ttr a c tin g population, A m a d o r 
stands second to no county in th i s re ­ 
gard. 
I t should, and no d o u b t will in 
time, when its clim atic a dv anta ges are 
more th o ro u g h ly understood a n d a p ­ 
preciated, b eco m e a health re s o rt n o t 
only for th o s e in less favored states, 
but for tho resid ents of o th e r p a r t s of 
California.

It remnined, h o w ev er, for the E m ­ 
press Eugenie in 1868 a t Compiegne to 
p u t to a practical te s t the spelling 
standard which o b tain e d even among 
th e highest literary authorities. Thus 
u nder the pretext o f a them e proposed 
to them for an ex am in atio n a num ber 
of French acad em icians took down 
from dictation a com position by P ros­ 
per Merirnee.

As to the em press, she could not un ­ 
d erstand so m any fa u lts being made 
until It was con vey ed to her th at she 
herself from the s a m e dictation w as 
responsible for n o less than ninety.
